Scarcity of Ice. 


The scarcity of ice is irencral throughout 


the Atlantic cities. 
In Baltimore the price 


has been doubled, nnd it is difficult 
foi 


private families to get an adequate supply. 
Little or no ice was put away at any point 
south of .New York during the winter of 
1802-'o, and as a con.-equence a heavy draft 
is made upon the Northern market from 
Pennsylvania ; while Baltimore, Washing- 
ton and other places are receiving their 
supplies from Boston and Maine. In Phil- 
adelphia iee is selling for 2 cents a pound ; 
in Springfield, Mass.. it brings 25 cents per 
cwt.; in Hartford, Conn., the present price 
is 1 cent a pound, or 84 cents a week for 
12 pounds a day. 


The Ice Question. 


We apr.cnd the following from the Scien- 


tific American, it. rccard to artificial ice : 


!l;V grer.t, degree of Cold is produced by 


a mixture of saltpetre and gliiuber salts, 
and there are now manufactured in Eng- 
land, exported to India, &.G , in large quan- 
tities, chemical mixtures known as freezing 
powder, by means of which fivs pounds of 
rough ice can be produced iu fifteen min- 
utes, at a cost oi four pence per pound. 
This powder, introduced into a little uia- 
chino, invented by the same person, may 
be used upon the table to ice wine or water 
with the greatest celerity. 
A bottle of 


champagne may be iced in ten niinutea for 
three pence. 
So great is thi intensity of 


cold produced that the sparkling contents 
of the bottle may be actually tracsfornied 
into a spongy nir.ss."
